Commission Makes
L. A. Terminal

By a decision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, under date 
of November 4, diversion of all 
freight westbound from the interior 
of the United States for transpacific 
shipment to the port of Los Angeles 
with a waving of 300 miles on each 
shipment, originating on the Santa 
Fe system, is made certain.

This decision, the most Importan' 
to Torrance and vicinity yet made, 
gives official sanction to the Santa 
Fe to extend its own rails to the 
Harbor of Los Angeles from a point 
on the Redondo branch at El Se- 
gundo.

Furthermore, it approved of the 
plan of financing a new company 
for the construction of this line and 
the control of the new company by 
stock ownership and lease in the 
present Santa Fe system.

In brief the action of the commis­ 
sion Included:

Certificate issued authorizing th< 
Santa Fe and Los Angeles Harbor 
Railway company to construct a new 
line of railroad in Los Angeles 
county.

Authority granted to the Santa 
Fe and Los Angeles Harbor Rail­ 
way company to issue not exceeding 
$50,000 of capital Htock, consisting 
of 500 shares of the par1 value of 
$100 each; said shares to be sold 
at not less than par and the pro­ 
ceeds used for construction purposes.

"We believe," continue the peti­ 
tioners, "that the Santa Fe Rail­ 
road company should be assisted in 
every way possible in securing ac­ 
cess to our harbor, and hereby 
pledge our support in assisting It to 
secure the right-of-way along the 
line designated."
